rin]. High wages moan ,i;roater pur- 
r-hasing power, consMiupiitl.v greater 
production, and in turn full and 
steady employment and the increase ' 
and wifler distrihntioii of comforts 
nn<I luxuHos. 1( is obvious to a mere 
t.vrrj ill ocoiiomic theory that tha| 
lumaperity of the workers, conatitnt- 1 
iag the great mass of the population 
of fl f'onnfry. is llic prime esspntinl in ' 
the promotion of the general wel- ! 
fare and progress of a nation. In the 
last analysis the men who work with 
their hands, iaehidiag the farmers, 
"bnild the fabric of th« worid." 

But the war aad its reactions have 
eonvinoed most thoughtful and can- 
did ninds that the wage Hcale can 
be raised to artificial and injurious 
levels. A high wape senle does not 
always mean high wages. Such a 
scale inoro a i a tiie east of produc- 
tion, raises commodity prices, and in 
eonserpjence react* upon the man 
■who lal)urs, cnttinp down tlie pur- 
chasing power of his dollar and mak- 
ing it worth fifty cents, or thirty- 
five oents, iastaad of «na haadiad 
easts. 

Foonor or lidcr, in order to re- 
store thi' oi'onomic balance, defla- 
tion si'ts in, production fulls off with 
the depreciation of the dollar, fac- 
tories and mills cloae, unemployment 
become- rife and in tuni the loss of 
T»urchu--ini,' power on the part of 
hundreds of thout,anils (vf men out of 
work reacts on the narkft with dis- 
astrous effects for all eonoened. 

There nmst he the maintenance of 
a right ratio tietween the wage scale, 
the ptirci.asing poivar of ths dollar, 
the efficiency of labor, and ths cost 
aad total vohBM ol wada'atloa. 

We cannot have our cake and e.it 
it, too. With the wage scale lower 
and industry running on full time, 
with every man at work, ths laborar 
as well as every other man, would be 
bstler off'than with the wage scale 
maintained at an alinornial level, bnt 
with iliimncvs eold, -ilent. 



and men ovt of Joba. Wagaa have 
bacB uhMMonic, rabad by flat, as 

it were, regardless of the laws wUeh 
govern industry and trade, and the 
workers themselves are the chief 
sufferers now that the inevitable 
process of aqdHbration haa ast in. 

Befora wa shall pass out of the 
present depression wages will have to 
come down, men will have to work 
longer hours and produee more, and 
the dollar with iddch all are paid, 
will have to appreciate Vwy consid- 
erably in value. Whatever is arti- 
ficial and fictitious; whatever is dis 
honest and unfair; all that is tainted 
with greed aad that springs from the 
anti-social spirit so manifest during 
the war inriod. must Ik- banished, 
and a penuine revival of old-fash- 
ioned thrift, enterprise, honor, de- 
cency and faithful and anataiaad ef- 
fort m ust be expgnanead.

dition, according to poultry special- 
ists at the College of AgricnHnre. 
Feediiicr the market birds a rat'on of 
this kind not only makes a bigger 
bird, but also one which will have 
higfaar quality aa a broiler or roastar.

Early Plowing Gives 
Best Wheat Retolto 



Expaoaaaaa ef Kaatacky whaai 

growers agree with experiuMlla iii 
showing that best results in grow- 
ing the crop are obtained by plow 
ing land which is to be broken be- 
tween the middle of July and the 
first of Septambai* ,according to 
Prof. George Roberts, head of the 
soils and crops department of the 
College uf Agriculture. Early pre- 
paration of the seed bed gives a 
more compact bed, a necessity for 
wheat, it prevents the escape of 
moisture and develops more avail- 
able plant food, according to the 
specialist. 

"Fanners have found that is is 
generally adrisable to disc shead of 
the plow in prpp.Tring tlip seed bed 
for wheat. This practi<'e gives u 
bettcr-pulveri/.ed bed which firms 
down in better sh^. In breaking it 
is wall to use a harrow or other elod- 
emahing implement on each day's 
plowing before the clods dry oat and 
become hard. After the ground is 
broken it should be hanowad foUav* 
ing a rain ia order to break «p tta 
cmat which forms. Just befora the 
seed is drilled it is a good plaa ta 
run a tooth harrow over the soil, 
followed by a roller. This should ba 
foUowad iiBMadialily by tha drill. 

"Oidhwrily, ptawing for wheat ia 
not to be advised on soil where wheat 
follows a cultivated crop such as 
com, tobacco or beans. If such foil 
is plowed it doaa not hava aa 
portnaity of firming down propariy. 
It is only naeaaaary to obtain enooi^ 
loose, we)T-e«ltinttad aeil to 

tiie seed."
